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Charing Cross Station is the terminus of the South 
Eastern and Chatham Railway, and is situated at the 
western end of the Strand. From here, trains start for 
all the chief towns and seaside resorts in Kent, including 
the ports of Dover and Folkestone, from whence travellers 
journey to the Continent. The station stands on the site 
of the old village of Cherringe, where Edward I. erected 
a cross to the memory of his wife Eleanor.
